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STRATA OF EARTH. 


In digging a well go feet in depth, the ftrata 
of earth appeared as follows : Ong foot and 
a half of fandy vegetable foil—five teet of 
coarfe red fand ; under this a layer of whit- 
ith clay of 4 feet, then fix feet of whitith fand 
mixed with {mall thells ; then 4} feet of red 
clay with ftreaks of white, and underneath 
61 feet of clay of a brownifh color mixed 
with {mall ftones. 

When we confider how immenfe muft be 
the quantity @f leaves, which for ages have 
failen from the trees; and the trees them- 
felves falling and rotting on the furface ot 
the earth, is it not furprifing that fo little of 
a/lackith earth is feen? One would expeét 
to find, from fuch !eaves and trees, an entire 
morafs every where ; inftead of this, there 
are few newly cultivated lands among the 
thickeft woods that have more than half a 
foot of blackifh earth. If this blackish earth 
is, by fome natural procefs, converted into 
red virgin earth, we might expeét to find this 
virgin earth many feet deep; it is, however, 
feldom more than one. Hew fuch an im- 
menfe quantity of wood and leaves vanith 
without the production of much earth feems 
unaccountable. 

I have been informed that it was a cuftom 
with che Indians to fet fire to the woods when 
they wifhed to roufe many deer, in order that 
they might {hoot them more conveniently. If 
this was the cafe, the leaves and decayed trees 
would of confequence be confumed, as far 
as the flames reached. But this burning of 
the woods muft have been confined to par- 
ticular {pots ; and it is hardly probable that 
it ever extended over the whole furface of 
the conntry, 


BOG. 

On the left fide of the road leading to Kin- 
derhook landing there is an extent of bog of 
about 150 acres, which if prepared and made 
dry, would be excellent fue!. It is covered 
with coarfe grafs and {mali {hrubs; but not 
a veltige is feen of the mufcous plant, or 
[phagnum palufire, which overf{preads the 
bogs of Ireland. The bog has been much af- 
filled in its growth by feveral {prings of wa- 


{excellent crops. But, the moft ufeful plan 
will be to fave it for fuel. 

About half a mile N. W. from the town 
there is another piece of bog one mile and a 
half in length and 4 of a mile in breadth. It 
is three feet in depth—of a dark brown color. 
A few years ago it caught fire and burned for 
a month in fpite of much labor ufed to ex- 
tinguifh it. 

About two miles S. E. from town there 1s 
anaher confiderable extent of bog, called the 
Long-fly ; it is above a mile in length and 
! of a mile in breadth. In fome places 1t is 
feven feet deep. It is furrounded by hills 
except a {mall opening to the north. A part 
of it has lately been drained, and has produc- 
ed hay of agood quality. The furface of the 
bog, in general, is overfpread with coarle 
gra{s. 

About a mile farther fouth is another, call- 
ed Lake fly, about 4a mile broad and 3 of a 
mile in length. 

The peat of thefe bogs is clofe in its tex- 
ture, aud in many parts it is very black. 
Like that of Ireland, it no doubt contains fof- 
fil oil, calcareous and argillaceous earth, and 
volatile and fixed alkali. Along its borders 
the vegetable roots are not decompofed, ow- 
ing to their not having been long enough ex- 
poled tothe air. 

As pine trees are often {wept into this bog, 
and foon buried in it by its growth; it is pro- 
bable, that at fome diftant day, it will be 
fought for, with an iron fpit, as the Irith do, 
in fearching for like trees inthe bogs of Ire- 
land, to ferve them for firing, and to afford 
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light to thofe who cannot purchafe candles. 





The great quantity of turpentine which this 
/ wood contains, would caufe the American 
pine, when dry, to burn like a torch.

EW men have had ercater difficulties to 

_ _cucounter than Columbus; and none, 
perhaps, has ever tound more refources in hs 
own mind: of which the following is a re- 
markable wiflance :- Columbus was fhip- 
wrecked on the coait of Jamaica, where the 
natives who at firfl were hofpitable, began at 
length to withhold the needed fupplies of pro- 
vifion, infomuch that he and his crew were 
on the point of pernhing. In this fituation 
of extreme dilrefs, as Columbus by his {kill 
in aflronomy foreknew an approaching ec lipfe 
of the moon, he called together the principa! 
‘| inhabitants of the ifland, the.day betore the 
eclipfe happened, and faid to thein, ‘* Weare 
| fervants of the great Spirit who is angry with 
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you for refufing to fupply us, and in token 
of his anger and of the punilfhment that he is 
about to infli€t upon you, the moon this ver 
night will ceafe to fhine and will become like 
clotted blood.”” The natives very little ie. 
garded the premonition, till the eclipfe be- 
gan to appear, when in the utmoft confterna- 
tion they ran to their houfes and loaded them- 
felves with provifions, which they threw at 
the teet of Columbus, befeeching him to in- 
tercede with the great Spirit to avert the de- 
fruétion that was threatened them. He prom- 
fed to comply with their requeft. The e- 
clipfe went off, the moon recovered her fplen- 
dor, and from that time the Spaniards (Colum- 
bus and his crew) were not only fupplied 
with provifions, but were almoft adored as a 
fuperior order of beings.

HE rext moft prominent feature in the 

: Meffage, is the propofal to abandon at 
once all the internal revenue of the country. 
‘The motives avowed for this aftonif ning 
icheme, are that ** there is rea/onalie ground 
of confidence that this part of the revenue may 
now be fafely difpenfed with—that the re- 
maining fources will be fufficient to provide 
tor the fupport of government, to pay the in- 
tere/t of the public debt, and to d7/charge the 
principat in fhorter periods than the daws or 
the general expectation had contemplated—- 
and that though wars and untoward events 
might change this profpeét of things, and call 
for expences which the impoff could not 
mect—yet that found principles would not 
julify our taxing the induftry of our fellow 
citizens to accumulate treafure for wars to 
happen we know not when, and which might 











not perhaps happen but trom the temptations 
offered by that treafure.”’ 

If we allow tliefe to be more than oftenfible 
motives, we thal! be driven to afcribe this con- 
duét to a deficiency of intelleét, and to aa ig- 
norance of our financial arrang@ments, greater 
than could have been fufpeéted : if but often- 
fible, it is then impofhble to trace the fuggef- 
tion to any other fource than the culpable 
defire of gaining or fecuring popularity at an 
immediate expence of public utility, equiva- 
lent, on a pecuniary {cale to a million of dol- 
lars annually ; and at the greater expence of

On the 9d of March 1795, was 
Pp: affed an aét of Congrefs which tor: ms a main 
pillar in the fabric of our public credit— 
which, maturing and perfecting the eftablith- 
ment ial a Sinking i und, endeavors with 
peculiar folicitude to render it ac lequate, et- 
feéiual and inviolable: by the 8th feétion of 
this act it is proe ided, ** That a// Surpliufe 5 ot 


the revenue, which fhall remain at the ‘end of 


any year, and which at the next 
Congrefs fhall not be otherwife appropriated 
or referved by law, fhall ipfo facto become a 
part of the Sinking Fund.” ‘This fund, by 
other provifions of the fame aét, is z efte ed in 
commiffioners in ¢truft, to be applied to 
the redemption of the debt, by re:mburfe- 
ment or oy purchafe, until the whole fhall be 
extingu ifhed: and the faith of the United 
States is exprefsly engaged, that the monies 
which are to conttitute the fund fhall invio- 
lably remain fo appropriated and veited, until 
the redemption of the debt fhall be completely 
effected.

Diver- 
fions, properly regulated, are not only allow- 
able, they are abfolutely neceffary to youth, 
and are never criminal, but when taken to 
excefs ; that is, when they engrofs the whole 
thought, when they are made the chief bufi- 
nefs of life: they then give a diftafte to eve- 
ry valuable employment, and by a fort of in- 
fatuation, leave the mind in a ftate of reftlets 
impatience from the conclufion of one ‘ull 
the commencement of another.

Guard 
mof carefully againft it, for nothing can be 
attended with more pernicious confequences. 
A little obfervation will convince you that 
there is not, among the human {pecies, a fet 
of more miferable beings, than thofe who 
cannot live out of aconftant fucceffion ot 
civerfions. Thefe people have no compre- 
henfion of the more fatisfa€tory pleafure to 
be found in retirement : thought is infup- 
portable, and confequently folitude muft be 
intolerable to them ; they are a burden to 
themfelves, and a peft to their acquaintance, 
by vainly feeking for happinefs in company, 
where they are feldom acceptable : 1 fay 
vainly, for true happinefs exilts only in the 
mind ; nothing foreign can giveit. ‘The ut- 
moft to be attained by what is called a gay 
lite, is a fhort torgetfulnefs of mifery, to be 
felt with accumulated anguifhin every inter- 
val of reflexion. ‘This reftlefs temper is fre- 
quently the produé of atoo eager purfuit of 
pleafure in the early part of life,to the neglect 
of thofe valuable improvements which would 
lay the foundation of a more folid and per- 
manent felicity. Youth is the feafon for di- 
verfions ; but it ts alfo the feafon tor acquir- 
ing knowledge, for fixing ufetul habits, and 
for laying in a ftock of fuch well-chofen ma- 
terials, as may grow into a ferene happinefs, 
which will increafe with every added year of 
life, and will bloom in the fulleft perfe¢tion 
in the decline of it.

A. man, of flature fomewhat tall 
and comely, with a very reverend counte- 
nance, fuch as the beholders may both love 
and fear; his hair of the colour ota filbert 
tully ripe, plain to his cars, whence down 
ward itis more orient ot colour, fomewhat 
curling, and waving about his fhoulders. 
In the midft of his head is a feam, or a parti- 
tion of his hair, after the manner of the Naz- 
arites ; his forehead plain and delicate, his 
face without {pot or wrinkle, beautified with a 
comely red, his nofe and mouth exaéily torm- 
ed, his beard thick, the colour of his hair, 
not of any great length, but forked ; his look 
innocent, hiseyes grey, clear, and quick—in 
reproving terrible—in admonifhing, courte- 
ous—in {peaking very modeft and wife— 
in proportion of body well fhaped.—None 
have feen him laugh ; but many have feen 
him weep—a man of his fingular beauty 
furpafles the children of men.”

Cuaracrer of the Eart of CHATHAM. 


The fecretary ftood alone. Modern de- 
generacy had not reached him. Original, and 
unaccomodating, the features of his charaéter 
had the hardihood of antiquity. His auguft 
mind over-awed majefly, and one of his fov- 
ereigns thought royalty fo impaired in his pre- 
fence, that he confpired to remove him, in 
order to be relieved from his fuperiority. No 
{tate chicanery, no narrow fyftem of vicious 
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politics, funk himto the vulgar level of the 
great ; but overbearing, perfuafive and imprac- 
ticable, his objeét was England, his ambition 
was fame. Without dividing, he deftroyed 
party ; without corrupting, he madea venal 
age unanimous. France funk beneath bim. 
With one hand, he fmote the houfe of Bour- 
bon, and wielded in the other the democracy 
of England. The fight of his mind was infi- 
nite, anadus {chemes were to affeét, not . 
land, nor the prefent age only, but Europe and 
pofterity. Wonderful were the means b 
which thefe {chemes were accomplifheds al- 
ways adequate ; the fuggeftions of an under- 
flanding, animated by ardour and enlightened 
by prophecy. 

The ordinary feelings which make life 
amiable and indolent, thofe fenfations, which- 
foften, and allure, and vulgarize, were un- 
known to him. Nodomeftic difhculties, no 
domeftic weaknefs, reached ‘im; but aloot 
trom the fordid occurrences of life, and un- 
fullied by it#intercourfe, he came occafionally 
into our fyftem, to counfel and to decide. 

A charaéter fo exalted, fo flrenuous, fo 
ferious, fo authoritative, aftonifhed a corrupt 
age, and the treafury trembled at the name of 
Pitt, through all her clafles of venality. 
Corruption, imagined indeed, fhe had found 
defeéts in this ftatefman, and talked much ef 
the inconfiltency of his glory, and muchof the 
ruin of his viétories ; the hiftory of his coun- 
try, and the calamities of the enemy, anfwered 
and refuted her. 

Nor were his political abilities his only tal- 
ents—His eloquence was an aera in the 
fenate : peculiar and fpontaneous, familiarly — 
expreiling gigantic fentiments, and inftruétive 
wifdom ; not like the torrents ot Demofthenes, 
or the fplendid conflagration of Tully ; it re- 
fembled, fometimes the thunder, and fomee 
times the mufic of the fpheres. Like Mans. 
field, he did not conduét the underftanding 
thro’ the fubtlety of argumentation ; nor was 
he like Townihend, forever on the, rack of 
invention ; but rather lightened on the fub. 
je&, and reached the point by the flafhings of 
the mind, which like thofe of his eye, were 
felt, but could not be followed. , 

Upon the whole, there was in this man, 
fomething that could create, fubvert, or re- 
form ; an underftanding, and an eloquence to 
fummon mankind to fociety ; orto breakthe 
bonds of flavery afunder, and to rule the 
wildnefs of free minds with unbounded au. 
thority—fomething, that could eftabhiih, or 
overwhelm empire, and ftrike a blow in the 


world, that fhould refound thro the Univerfe.
